Staters  traveled  to  Decater,  Illinois,  to  down  James 
Millikan  2  7-7  with  Ray  Nix's  84  yard  touchdown  sprint 
highlighting    the    evening. 

In  their  first  game  before  a  home  crowd,  five  dif- 
ferent men  scored  for  the  red  and  white  as  they  trounced 
DePauw  40-14.  Butler  and  Homecoming  were  next,  and 
9,000  fans  crowded  the  stands  to  see  the  Cardinals 
maul  the  Bulldogs   26-13. 

Riding  on  the  crest  of  a  four  game  winning  streak, 
the  Cardinals  traveled  to  Terre  Haute  and  Indiana 
State  to  suffer  their  first  loss  13-14.  Sonny  Grady 
went  19  yards  for  the  first  score,  and  Dick  Hunt  fired 
a  35  yard  pass  to  Butler  for  the  final  score. 

Cardinal  luck  continued  to  be  bad  as  they  took  a 
46-21  setback  at  Valparaiso.  Gordie  Helms,  Crusader 
quarterback,  broke  a  conference  record  by  throwing  4 
touchdown  passes.  Grady  scored  twice  on  runs  of  17  and 
69  yards,  and  Schlosser  got  the  other. 

Back  in  gear  against  St.  Joseph's,  the  Cardinal 
gridders  withstood  snow  and  below  freezing  weather 
to  beat  the  Pumas  26-6  in  their  final  home  game.  Ned 
Schlosser  scored  twice,  and  Grady  and  Len  Buczkowski 
once  each. 

Evansville  offered  stiff  resistance  for  the  first  half 
as  they  led  7-6,  but  the  Purple  Aces  couldn't  contain 
the  Cards  in  the  second  half  as  the  Ball  Staters  won 
out  25-7.  Buczkowski,  Grady,  Schlosser,  and  John 
Avenatti  scored  for  Ball  State  with  Avenatti's  touch- 
down coming  on  the  last  play  of  the   season. 

It  was  a  good  year  for  George  Serdula,  who  took 
over  as  head  coach  after  John  Magnabosco  stepped 
down.  His  team  ran  up  a  6-2  record  with  underclass- 
men in  many  key  positions,  and  Govenor  Grady  again 
led  the  state  and  conference  scorers.  However,  such 
men  as  seniors  Don  Avery,  Dick  Worthman,  Sam  Morigi, 
Dick  Hunt,  Ned  Schlosser,  and  Joe  Jackson  will  be 
difficult    to    replace.

The  biggest  margin  of  defeat  came  at  the  hands  of  nationally  ranked  Cin 
cinnati  University  as  they  bombarded  the  Cardinals  to  the  tune  of  113-65. 

Butler  and  Ball  State  split  a  two  game  series  with  Butler  copping  the  first 
game  73-75,  and  the  Cardinals  clamoring  back  for  a  83-65  "sweet  revenge" 
victory. 

In  Indiana  Collegiate  Conference  competition,  the  Ball  State  squad  ended 
in  a  tie  for  fourth  place  with  DePauw  and  a  record  of  5  victories  against  7 
reverses. 

Final  conference  statistics  showed  Stan  Davis  the  number  one  field  goal 
leader  and  second  in  the  vital  rebounding  department.  Davis,  Jack  Cross  and 
Tom  Dobbs  were  among  the  top  twenty  ICC  scoring  leaders  to  help  their  squad 
rank  second  in  team  points.
